with Love, they fiading him averſe, his Paren's did not wm 
urge it to him , however, Lacinda, by the help of able Phyſi- 
cians recovered, and with her health her Love abated; ſothat 
growing more and-more indifferent, a luſty Youth, courti 
her cloſely, at the importunity of her Parents, ſhe was marri- 
cd ; which greatly rejoyced Aurelius, who teared ſhe might 
have done ſome miſchief te herſelf for being _negleRed by him, 
which would have redounded to his diſgrace ; however, his 
Parents fearing the Rivals whom he treated as mentioned, 
might meditate Revenge, and do him ſome Injury, they con- 
cluded to ſend him to Zondowand put him to ſome Calling that 
might enable him tolive in Wealth and Credit ; and commu» 
nicating it to him, bid him pitch upon what he thought fit ; 
and having an Itch for Travelling,he choſe to be a Merchant, 
and ſoon one was found, who traded to Twrkey ; with him he 
was plac'd, ſoon gaining theeſteem of the whole Family, by 
his courteous Behaviour. I ſhould have told you in hisway to 
London, he fought with and took two Higi-way-men that 
ſet upon him to have robbed him, for which, the County in 
which hedid thiz brave Exploite, rewarded him with an im- 
broidered Be)t,and a well temper'd Sword, which afterward 
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npon occaſion, he ufed with ſucccls, as wiil appear 1n the fe- 
quel of this Hiſtory.

Grace to her Beauty, (vo lovely & charming ſhe was, in all Parts, 
that the firſt fight of er irfl:.med him; and row knowing what 
it was to be in Love. ard the Torments ihit attend it, te bla- 
med hi: (elf for ſtopping his ears to Zacinda; he tryed by all 
obliging Aions he could to make fair Dorinaa (tor forthe was 
called) underſtand his go2d meaning to'her ; bur ſhe nor ex- 
cceding fourtecn, though proper of her Age, through lgno- 

*-rance of what Love meznt, took his civility as a duty-and re- 
ſpe& towards:her, being his Maſter*s Dai;ghter, and conclu- 

ded it no more than \115 Duty though he made h:r ſeveral Pre. 
ſeats ; and whenthe waitedat the Table, his Eyes were always 
fixed on her, his fleep- went from him, and he frequently 
dream«d, he addrefi-dhimf Iftother in ſtudied Eloquence and 

Courtſhip, : but ſhe rctuled his Love, frowned on him, and
